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APPEAL 


GRAVEL RULING OF 
BOARD OF APPEALS 


THE BIGGEST LILAC BUSH: In Wilmington, amd perhaps fora 
dozen miles around, is now in bloom, at the corner of Federal Street 
and Middlesex Avenue, It measures over 100 feet long, and is about 
twenty feet thick, and even more so in places, 

‘The lilacs may have been planted by William who owned 
a home where Mr and Mrs Joseph Gilligan’s home is, during the Re~ 
volutionary War, Blanchard was a Sergeant in the Wilmington Minute 
Men, and later was a Colonel, commanding the Fourth Middlesex 
Regiment of Militia, about 1800, 


A suit in Equity, in Cambridge 
Superior Court, has been filed 
against three members of the Wil- 
mington Board of Appeals because 
of a decision handed down by that 
board on in April, 

The suit, filed by Attorney Fred- 
erick. J Conroy of Lexington, al- 
leges that Chairman Richard D, 
Howlett, Frank F Santo and Ernest 
Jamieson of the Wilmington Board 
of Appeals exceeded their author- 
ity, in a decision involving two lots 
of land, on Andover Street, 

The land is owned by George 
Morey of 90 North Hancock Street 
Lexington, and John E Deloury of 
10 Carolyn Road, Wilmington, 

‘The suit was filed on May 14th, 

Morey and Deloury appeared be- 
fore the Board of Appeals on April 
&nd,, asking to divide the landthey 
own, at the upper end of Andover 
Street, into two lots, and further 
asking to be allowed to remove 
excess earth products (gravel) for 
use elsewhere, 

The proposal was to grade the 
two lots, between 112 and 120 feet 
above sea level, Andover Street 
at that place is about 100 feet above 
Sea level, 

The attorney, during the hearing, 
told the Board.of Appeals that it 
would not be practicable to build 
homes without grading first, Mr, 
Deloury estimated that the pro- 
posed removal of earth products 
would involve approximately twen- 
ty thousand yards, Deloury and 
Morey were willing to post bonds 
to guarantee their work, 

‘The appeal was opposed by Wil- 
Mam Stickney, of the Planning 
Board, who said that his board had 
voted unanimously against such an 
operation, and that the proposal

was not for building purposes, but 
rather to sell gravel, 

In their decision the Board of 
Appeals denied the removal ofthe 
gravel, and said that if it were to 
be permitted there would be a 
‘dangerous precedent - that might 
set off a chain reaction for re- 
quests of a similar nature for other 
parts of land within the town, It is 
clear that a hardship isnot proven’, 

Atty Conroy holds that his clients 
are ‘aggrieved by the decision’ 
and appeals from it to the Superior 
Court, in Equity, as provided by 
Chapter 40A of the General Laws, 

In addition to stating that the 
decision exceeds the authority of 
‘the Conroy asks the Court 
to hear all the evidence, and then 
annul the decision, so that the two 
men may remove the gravel, as 
proposed, 

Part of the evidence submitted 
to the Board of Appeals concerned 
land where Mr and Mrs Carlson 
live, adjacent to that of the two 
appellants, It was shown that there 
had been three successive gradings 
and gravel removals, when the 
Carlson family built their home, 

Nothing was said in the hearing 
about another operation, north of 
the Morey-Deloury land, where a 
gravel removal operation was or~ 
dered stopped by the Town, andthe 
decision on that case is now pend- 
ing in the courts,

Major Bill McGondel, US Army, 
a 1950 graduate of Wilmington High 
School, was awarded the Bronze 
Star, on May 8th,, for action in 
Veitnam, The award was made at 
the Wentworth Military Academy, 
Lexington, Missourt, 

The citation read: On the rainy 
night of May 3-4, 1966, he was 
largely responsible for the succes- 
sful night move of a 360 vehicle 
convoy through 150 kilometers of 
Viet Cong infested territory to a 
tactical area of operations in the 
vicinity of Bong Son, This move 
placed combat and supporting ele- 
ments in position for a dawn sur- 
prise attack that resulted in the 
defeat of a North Vietnamese bat- 
talion and approximately 325 con- 
firmed dead, This was the first 
major night convoy conducted by 
United States Forces in Vitnam 
and contributed substantially tothe 
subsequent successful operation, 

By his loyal, courageous and 
dedicated service, Major McGon- 
de] made a significant contribution 
to the combat success of the Ist 
Cavalry Division and particularly 
to the 3rd Brigade,
